Europe storm

STOCKHOLM. — The winter’s se- 
cond worst storm dlew itself out 
over the Baltie Sea yesterday and 
passed over Soviet Latvia like 8 
gentle lamb while leaving much of 
Scandinavia digging out from its 
previous hurricane. 

An estimated 79 ons were 
Kdlled in three’ days of almost non- 
stop storms over Britain, continen- 
tal Kurope and Scandinavia. Naval 
search and rescue officials said they 
belleved 26 of the dead were sailors 
who drowned in the North Sea.

They hinted that Syria's aims at 


obtaining at least a Security Coun-" 


cil announcement stating that 242 
calls upon Israel to withdraw to the 
pre-1967 war frontiers and to re- 
cognize the Palestinian case as a 
political 'national” iseue. 

The officials made their remarks 
as Syrian Foreign Minister Abdul- 
Halim Khaddam flew to Saudi Ara- 
bia and the oil-rich Gulf states to 
rally Arab support behind the Sy- 
rian policy. 

Khadda’s trip came less than 24 
hours after Egyptian Foreign Min- 
ister Ismail Fahmy cautioned against 
tampering with resolution 242 while 
warning that such a move might 


prove counter-productive in view of 
Israeli and U.S. opposition. Fahmy 
also asserted that the U.S. would 
veto any attempt to alter 242. 

The Egyptian Foreign Minister 
yesterday conferred in Cairo with 
four high-ranking representatives of 
the Palestine Liberation Organiza- 
tion, including its delegate to the 
UN, Basil Aki, who is scheduled to 
attend the Security Council debate 
next Monday.

Gunmen still roaming in Beirut 
as political talks deadlocked

Beirut radio last night said that 
all roads in the Lebanese capital 
were hazardous because of the re- 
turn of rival armed elements to the 
streets of the city, where it was 
learned that mounting tension would 
rekindle the sectarian strife in Le. 
banon. 

Foreign correspondents said that 
rival gunmen were crouching within 
metres of government security troops 
who under last week's truce were 
supposed to shoot at men violating 
an order to withdraw from the en- 
tire city. The troops however made 
little attempt to carry out the order. 

‘Tension rose when fighting erupt- 
ed in Beirut’s eastern suburbs be- 
tween Moslems and Christian mil- 
tlas, as the latter rejected an ulti- 
matum by the Palestine Liberation 
Organization for lifting a blockade 
on food supplies to the nearby Pa- 
lestinian refugee camp, Tel Hi-Za’. 
atar, a shabby suburb housing some 
50,000 inhabitants. 

The Christians had demanded 
that the camp-bound convoys he 
searched for weapons by govern- 
ment security forces. They also de- 
manded that PLO elements disguised 
as Moslem forces be flushed out 
from Christian-owned premises in 
the district. 

Interior Minister Camille Cha- 
moun, himself a Christian, said that 
the hoped the blockade problem of 
Tel el-Za’atar woukl be settled by 
late last night. Chamoun indicated 
that he differed with Moslem Pre- 
mier Rashid Karami over dispatch- 
ing troops to break the blockade.

Employers want to replace 
wage maze with single figure

TEL AVIV. — Employers in the 
private sector yesterday rejected a 
Histadrut proposal that workers 
share their profits. But the parties 
agreed on equal pay for men and 

women doing the same work.

Yesterday's meeting was made 
possible by a compromise between 
the private employers, who had in. 
sisted on what the wage 
scale will be for workers in the ser- 
vices before negotiating on wages 
for production workers, and the His- 
tadrut, which had refused to discuss 
the matter with them. The employers 
were satisfied yesterday with a 
statement by Uriel Abrahamowicz, 
head of the Histadrut negotiating 
team, who declared that the labour 
federation “intends to give produc- 
tion workers advantages (over ser- 
vice employees) in wages and social 
benefits.” 

At yesterday's meeting the broad 
outlines for calculating the mini- 
mum and maximum increases 
were discussed.

“We 
told him tht only an independent 
commission, not one set up by the 
ministry, would be acceptable to 
us, since the commission would also 
have 'to~ te the” conduct of 
ministry offi He replied that 
only the Prime Minister could set 
up such a body. We have the im- 
pression that a whitewash will be 
attempted. If the commission is not 
independent, there will be trouble. 
We are going through with this to 
the end,” Chisik said.) 


OUTSPOKEN 


Moshe Levy, the temperamental, 
outspoken union secretary who was 
elected to his post by an over- 
whelming majority of the deck- 
hands (and will probably be re- 
elected now), and bosun Zabak 
flatly denied that there had been 
any violence or threats of violence 
aboard the ship. They charged the 
captain with indecision, weakness, 
and irresponsible conduct.

“The dispute got out of hand 
for no good reason,” Levy shouted 
indignantly. “The men on the bridge 
showed no ability to take a deci- 
sion. In the 18 months since it was 
bought this tanker (which is worth 
45m.) has had four captains, They 
alternate so that each can make 
a fat packet of dollars on it, 
Bosun Zabak has been in the com- 
pany’s service for four and a half 
years, and on the Niuta from the 
start. Of course there must be disci. 
pline and a hierarchy on the ships, 
but I say that the ratings behaved 
more responsibly than the officers. 


FULL INQUIRY 

“Let there be a full and public 
inquiry. We'll tell about the rackets, 
the waste. On an ordinary ship the 
daily food bill per man runs to $3.50 
at the most, if you live it up with 
delicacies and what not. On the 
Niuta it cost $7 or $8 When I 
arrived there (about a fortnight 
ago) I wanted to speak to Captain 
Harari, but he didn't want to talk 
to me as the master of the ship. 
‘Tm not longer in authority; I 
can talk to you only privately,” 
he told me. We could have settled 
the whole dispute in a few minutes. 

“If are allowed to go on 
as now, the merchant marine will 
answer for every hour," he said. 

Bosun Zabak denied that he had 
refused any American official the 
right to leave the ship. He and 
his fellow ratings had not lowered 
the gangway because they consider- 
ed themselves on strike. He had 
proposed to the captain that they 
fly back to Israel together to settle 
the dispute. After they were in- 
formed of his and four other men’s 
pay-off (Le., discharge) ‘the other 
ratinga went on strike. “There was 
a lack of communication between 
the officers and us. As for charges 
of exaggerated overtime demands, 
I will cite chapter and verse of the 
collective labour ent and 
answer for every hour,” he said. 

The Transport Ministry has yet 
to set up a disciplinary court to 
hear the evidence on the Niuta 
strike from both officers and rat- 
ings ,and from the company. 

Meanwhile the Officers Union has 
threatened to halt any ‘ship on 
which there are breaches of disci- 
pline, whether here or abroad.

Technion staff’s 
strike threat 
gets fund back

HAIFA. — The Technion staff's 
provident fund — which became 
the object of a labour dispute and 
nearly caused a strike by the 
institution's 3,300 workers — was 
put back in operation Monday, 
after the administration bowed to 
a strike threat. 

Operation of the joint fund, 
which makes loans to the staff, 
had been unilaterally suspended 
by the administration on grounds 
that it duplicated a pension scheme, 
under which retired employees re- 
ceive monthly pension payments 
direct from the Technion. Both 
sides have taken thelr cases to 
the courts. The Labour Council 
regarded the suspension of the 
fund, before a judicial decision on 
its fate, as breach of the labour 
agreement; and the District Lebour 
Court upheld this view. 

On Sunday, the management 
retreated before the strike threat 
and ordered its representative on 
the fund's administration to con~

TEL AVIV. — A District Court 
judge on Monday removed the freeze 
on the bank account of Yigal 
Drucker, former spokesman for the 
Agriculture Ministry and Poultry 
Council, who has been indicted for 
fraud in the amount of 11150,000. 
Hewever, another District Court 
judge has ordered a temporary 
seizure of the account, which con- 
tains 11404,000, after that 
the council is about to file a civil 
suit against Drucker for IL435,000. 
Drucker’s attorney, Uri Ron, had 
defied the freeze order, given at 
the request of police, and with- 
drawn part of the money. He was 
required to return it. However, 
on Monday, Judge Dov Levine al- 
lowed Drucker to remove the 

money. 

Meanwhile, the attorney for the 
Poultry Council, Dr. Shlomo Peled, 
requested the court registrar, Eli- 
yahu Vinograd, to confiscate the 
funds, to insure the council's 
suit. Peled demanded that an or- 
der to return the funds be issued 
within 2 week.

LISBON. — The military officers 
running Portugal met yesterday

Britain, France threaten to 
retaliate on Concorde ban 


WASHINGTON. — Britain and 
France, fighting to win U.S. land- 
ing rights for their Concorde air. 
liner, have warned that they may 
retaliate if the plane is blocked 
from the lucrative North Atlantic 
run. This is the toughest line yet 
taken by the partners in the costly 
supersonic airliner project. 

Meanwhile, the Environmental 
Protection Agency, in 8 sharp re- 
versal, said om Monday that the 
Concorde should be banned from 
New York and Washington and pos- 
sibly all American cities. 

Deputy EPA Administrator Roger 
Strelow said that although the six 
daily supersonic transport flights 
sought by the British and French 
would have little direct impact, 
they would open the door to perhaps 
30 a day within 12 years and cause 
environmental harm, fuel waste, and 
increased skin cancer risks. 

The two countries submitted a 
formal document to Monday's long 
bearing on the Concorde called by 


U.S. Transportation Secretary Wil- 


liam Coleman. 
“Banning Concorde operations (to 


America) by British Airways and 


Air France would be widely viewed 


as a double standard and could lead 
to reciprocal limitations on US. 
suppliers and U.S. sir carriers,” the 
statement said. It added that a ne 
gative ruling would have serious 
political consequences in both Bri- 
tain and France. 

British Airways and Air France 
want to make four flights a day to 
Kennedy Airport in New York and 
two to Dulles Airport In Washing- 
ton. The North Atlantic run is con- 
sidered crucial to the success of the 
$3,000 million project. 

Mr. Coleman's ruling, promised 
for February 4, may not be the 
last word, since the Port Authority 
of New York and New Jersey con- 
trols Kennedy Airport, and New 
York Governor Hugh Carey said in 
a statement that he opposes Con-

Indian opposition protests 
by boycotting parliament 


NEW DELHI. — Nearly 100 op- 
ponents of Indian Prime Minister 
Indira Gandhi boycotted Monday's 
opening of a new session of Parlia- 
ment in protest against the state of 
emergency in force since June and 
the detention of 32 anti-govern- 
ment legislators. 

During the session. opposition 
MPs are expected to attack Gov- 
ernment plans for drastic constitu- 
tional changes, which could include 
the introduction of a presidential 
form of government. 

The boycott was by members of 
six parties in opposition to the 
Prime Minister's ruling Congress 
Party. Four Indian opposition par- 
tles grouped in a single parliamen- 
tary front expect to form a single 
party eventually, one of the front's 
leaders said yesterday. 

The government has not disclosed 
what changes it has in mind in 
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India’s British-style form of govern- 
ment — but several politicans have 
already expressed reservations about 
proposed changes included in a 
document which hes been widely 


The government imposed censor- 
ship on news coverage of the new 
session of Parliament, directing that 
reporters submit their stories for 
scrutiny and that nothing be pub- 
lished without permission in writ- 
ing. The order also d to 
foreign correspondents “despite ‘at 
undertaking they were required to 
sign several months ago which 
exempted them from pre-censorship. 
The session is expected to approve 
three tial orders issued last 
month giving the government tough 
new powers to curb the press. 

President Fakbruddin All Ahmed, 
in a speech defending the emer- 
gency measures, made no reference 
to the constitutional changes widely 
expected to be placed before the 
present session which is due to end 
on January 30. The session will 
formalize a recent Congress Party 
resolution calling for the general 
election, due for March, to be post- 
poned by at least one year. (Reuter)

Some 2,500 of the strikers, who 
were teargassed: by police Monday 
night, and family members occupied 
the Our Lady of Lujan Church to 
preas their demands for an increase 
in their 15,000-peseta ($250) per 
month salary and benefits, 

The strike came on the “Three 
Kings’ Day,” the 12th day of Christ. 
mas and the key grtt-giving holiday 
of the Christmas season in Spain. 
Nonetheless, transportation was com- 
pletely disrupted in Madrid and the 
City Council made crisis pieng to 
mobilize extra city buses if the 
strike continues today. 

Labour Minister Jose Solis- Ruiz, 
a former leader of the right-wing 
Falange, rushed back to Madrid by 
plane from a holiday resort to deal 
with the strike. 

The Cabinet called an emergency 
holiday session for ijast night to 
deal with the situation. 

In 1970 the late dictator Genera- 
lissimo Francisco Franco broke the 
last metro strike by drafting the 
workers into the army and then 
threatening them with courtmartial 
if they did not return to work. The 
strike ended within 24 hours. 

The new work-stoppage tested 
the new monarchist government of 

Juan Carlos on two fronts. 
Practically ail strikes remain ille- 
gal in Spain and it remained to be 
seen what action the police would 
take after using tear gas to break 
up an assembly of 2,000 of the 
workers Monday night.

But the situation this year is en- 
tirely different. Presidents Truman 
and Johnson had each made history 
and won satisfying electoral victo- 
ries on their own. Nefther was fully 
committed to running again, and 
by bowing out they acted to ad- 
vance their standing in history. 

Mr. Ford, in sharp contrast, has 
been in the White House only a 
little more than a year. He has not 
won an election on his own, nor 
thas he achieved ea record to boast 
of. He has committed himself fully 
and repeatedly to seeking the nomi- 
nation. So ali aspects of ‘iis pre- 
sent condition work to hold him 
in the race, 

That condition is reinforced by 
personal considerations. Mr. Ford is 
more accustomed to taking punish~ 
ment than any other leading figure 
in American polities. His part of 
the Republican Party, the Republi~ 
cans of the Midwest. have been 
steadily losing control of their dis- 
tricts and states. It is typical that 
Mr. Ford's congressional seat, on 
his becoming vice-president, went 
to a Democrat. Equally that the 
seat of his closest political adviser, 
Melvin Laird of Wisconsin, also 
went to a Democrat. 

As Minority Leader in the House, 
Moreover, Mr. Ford went down to 


defeat after defeat after defeat on 
most of the issues closest to his 
heart. But he has been able to 
surmount ali these setbacks. 


His political ‘history is the history 
of a man who reached supreme 
power by hanging in there. So there 
ig every reason to believe that he 
will stay in the fight for the nomi- 
nation, even if he does suffer defeat 
in some of the early primaries. 


Still another drag on the third- 
man possibility is the condition of 
the Republican progressives. Vice- 
President Nelson Rockefeller, the 
acknowledged leader of that pack, 
has been caught up in the chronic 
hangup of bis family — the hang- 
up detween doing good and taking 
power, ᾿ 


Tf he were committed to doing 
good, he would underline his own 
differences with President Ford, and 
throw his patronage and support 
to another, younger Republican qua- 
lied for the presidency. That man 
is the Republican most forthright 
im asserting the weakness of the 
Ford adminitration and the dan- 
gers of the Republican right — Sen. 
Charles Mathias of Maryland. 

But the Vice-President has not 
abandoned his own ‘hopes for the 
White House. His leading political 
adviser ing him that Pres. 
ident Ford will be knocked out in 
the early running, leaving the way 


open for him to pick up the torch. 
So Mr. Rockefeller, despite truly 
outrageous treatment and serious 
policy differences, stays on as 8 
leading Ford supporter. 

To be sure, there does exist an- 
other third-man possibility. John 
Connally, the former Secretary of 
the Treasury and Governor of Te- 
xas, is casting around for re-entry 
to the board of presidential polt- 
tles. But having switched parties 
only in 1972, he is still regarded 
with suspicion by many Republicans. 
Moreover, though he beat the rap, 
he atill has to live with a very 
recent indictment of taking bribes. 

So Mr. Connally’s best bet is to 
try to position himself to tip the 
race decisively for either the Pres- 
ident or Mr. Reagan. As kingmaker, 
and Perhaps vice-president, he would 
be back in the game. In that con- 
nection, it is worth noting that in 
his secret White House meeting with 
President Ford on February 10 of 
last year, Mr. Connally said his in- 
terest in the presidency was for 
1980, not 1976. 

What all thie suggests to me is 
that 1976 is the year of the “Third 
Man Blues” in the Republican Par- 
ty. All the signs indicate a long, 
drawn-out, bitter head-to-head fight, 
which will take Ford and Reagan 
down to the wire in the fashion 
of the Eisenhower Taft battle of 1952.

South Korea has experienced in the 
past half a dozen.years.

. Nowhere can the campaign be 
launched than in the business world. 
In most cases Korean ‘‘zaibatsu” 
(fmancial cliques) have a short 
history of prosperity spamning κα 
decade or so. They have been nur- 
tured by preferential bank loans, 
foreign capital, political connec- 
tions, and starvation-level wages. 
Within each business con- 
giomerate tycoons act like kings, 
their authority . unquestioned and 
unchallenged. Under them are their 
sons or close relatives who are 
perched on key positions in affiliated 
companies. Loyalty and kinship dic- 
tate promotion more than talent. 
The government last year 
declared it would discontinue giving 
payment guarantees for cor- 
porations whose bank 
loans total more than $12.5m. 
Finance Minister Kim Yong Hwan 
disclosed that 492 companies af- 
filiated with 70 business groups are 
the target. Of the total, 157 firms are 
listed as in financially dire straits. 
These big firms account for nearly 
half of Korea's total production, and 
employ about 38 per cent of the 
nation's tota] work force. 
Some businessmen fear that under 
a free economic system their private 
properties are going to be controlled 
by the government, and eventually 
their own enterprises will come un- 
der government countrol. Indeed, the 
government means business in its 
determined campaign to put in order 
the controversial world of Korean 
business tycoons. But the question 
is: Will the campaign outweigh the 
national need for steady economic 
in which big business has 
played a vital role?

THE BRITISH 
DISEASE

LONDON. — 
“THE TIMES" of London is not the 
Daper it used to be (perbaps it never 
was), but its front page one day 
recently summed up “the British 
disease." At the top was a report on 
the government's 8830 million 
emergency aid to postpone the 
collapse of Chrysler in Britain. 
Immediately below it was a report 
on ἃ major walk-out in the last car 
firm the government “saved" (by 
nationalising it), because of a smell 
caused by an incontinent cat that 
had strayed in overnight. Rounding 
off the catalogue of industrial 
failure was a story that Rolls- 
Royce, the aircraft engine firm 
resuscitated from bankruptcy by 
nationalisation five years ago. ‘will 
go bankrupt ‘without more 
government aid." 

It is no Jonger only fashionable 
journalists who talk about the death- 
throes of the British economy. ft is 
now the working assumption of 


many serious and responsible people: 


in London that the country faces a 
substantial chance of a hyperinfia- 
tion catastrophe and a. consequent 
collapse into authoritarianism well 
before ‘George Orwell's magic date 
of 1984. ᾿ 
Britain's is not the only liberal 
democratic economy in grave long- 
term trouble — though it is most 


~ often held up as a horrible example 


of what is going wrong — but there 
are two special factors that place 
Britain nearest the brink. One‘is the 
virulent form of job-protectionism 
that has poisoned both politics and 
economics in Britain for decades, 
and the other is the class system. 


PUBLIC SPENDING. has been rising 
a8 a proportion of GNP in all 
deniocratic countries over the last 80 
years, mainly in response to political 
pressures. But the pressures do not 
go away if the economy's perfor- 
mance is poor — indeed, they in- 
crease. Because of Britain's poor in- 
dustrial performance, public expen- 
diture has grown proportionately 
faster than anywhere else. The 
British government's spending is 
now some 60 per cent of the total 
national output, a ratio close to some 
Eastern European countries. 

One consequence is that tax now 
takes 41 per cent of all private in- 
come — and a far higher share of 
above-average incomes. Another is 
that, in a deep recession like the pre- 
sent one, taxes do not begin to meet 
spending demands, so that the 
British government is having to 
borrow $25 billion this year (as much 
again as it takes in taxes). 


The potentially fatal consequence 
is the highest rate of inflation in the 
industria] world: 27 per cent last 
year, forecast to drop perhaps as low 
as 15 per cent this year before partial 
economic recovery starts It back up 
into what many fear will be the final 
hyper-inflationary binge. 

‘These are the results of prolonged 
ἰοῦ industrial growth in a 
democratic system where parties 
bid for votes by offering increased 
public spending. But why has growth 
been so low? The real answer, in 
three words, is the class system. 


THE BRITISH love their classes; 
not only do those on top cherish their 
status, but the working class is 
fiercely independent and proud of its 
sul-culture. There is a surprising 
aroount of hidden mobility between 
the classes (as much as 20 per cent 
turnover in a generation}, but no 
publicly acknowledged ethic of up- 
ward mobility among industrial 
workers. The British working class 
is the oldest on earth — six or seven 
generations in many parts of the 
country — and it has got tired. 


That is what people really mean 
when they talk about the post- 
industrial culture of Britain. Almost 
all British workers have enough to 
live fairly comfortably, they are 
satisfied with their lot sociaily, and 
they don't want to move. 

If an aging, overmanned, 

technologically obsolete industry 
collapses beneath their weight, they 
will not allow impersonal “market 
forces’' — i.e. bankruptcy and un- 
employment — to “redeploy” them 
into productive growth industries 
elsewhere. Rather they will use their 
political power to extract subsidies 
from government (with or without 
nationalisation) to prop up dead in- 
dustries and keep them where they 
are. 
This may seem a brutally 
simplistic analysis, but it covers 
most of the major political confron- 
tations in Britain for the past ten 
years, and all the crucial ones. 
Every time, the government has 
given way or been defeated — simp- 
ly because it is a democratic govern- 
ment. That is why the workers at 
British Leyland, a firm rescued from 
bankruptcy by nationalisation just 
last year, feel safe in going on strike 
over some cat droppings. Their jobs 
will not disappear. 

Countries do not literally vanish 
down the drain because of economic 
failure, however catastrophic. But 
the point comes where the chaos and 
the inflation makes the population 
welcome authoritarian solutions.

Bronfman, a born vir- 
tuose, also counterbalanced Liszt's 
acrobatics with a sonata by Scarlat- 
ti, romantically interpreted and 
smoothly executed in all its thrills 
and frills. 

Sheriff's variations on a 
Renaissance Galliard are the work 
of a clever and inventive musician, 
though in its present form it loses ita 
effect, rather than building up to a 
climax, as the ups and downs of the 
variations do not represent a 
forward movement. Ostrovaky, 
sovereign in command in 
everything, made the Ravel Suite 
sound too earth-bound in its stronger 
parts, particularly in the last move- 
ment, though, of course, its exciting 
climax could not fail to make its 
effect.

application to all transactions carried out in Israel by a taxable trader (per- 
son) or, in the words of the Law, by a “seller of goods or provider of 
services, in operating his business.” 


GOODS 


“Goods” means real estate or merchandise, inclining. 
crops and the like, sold separately from land; righ! 

ights for some product); intangible assets (e.g., copyright); and various 
benefits ‘including know-how. 


SERVICE 


trees, plants, flowers, 
(e.g., the distribution 


“Service” means all action undertaken against payment for the benefit of 
another, including all business transactions that are not sales. For example, 
the services provided by a doctor, lawyer, or by other professionals; services 
provided by the various types of artisan; transport and maintenance services, 
and the like. In a company, ership or cooperative, any such action carried 
out by one member for another, even when not carried out against payment, 
or when undertaken as a contribution towards membership fees. Work carried 
out by a worker for his employer is not regarded as “service to an employer.” 
Those whose business activities are described by the above are liable to VAT, 
and are called TAXABLE TRADERS. 

Liability to the tax also falls on those who engage in the sale of goods or 
the provision of services, in addition to their wage-earning employment. 

On the other hand, a person selling assets which are his private property 
(e.g., a flat, secondhand furniture, secondhand car) is not chargeable with 
the tax, since such a sale is not part of the business activities of the person 
concerned, whether or not he is a taxable trader. 


There are two types of taxable trader: 
SMALL TRADER 


A small trader is a trader in whose business not more than two persons are 
employed (including himself, his active partners, and members of his family 
employed in the business) and whose annual turnover from all his businesses 
does not exceed IL350,000. 

Small Traders are divided into two categories: Φ Traders whose annual turn- 
over does not exceed 1.20,000. VAT is not applied to their transactions. 
@ Other smail traders; VAT is applied to their transactions. 


RECOGNIZED TRADER 


A recognized trader is a trader with an annual turnover exceeding 1.350,000, 
or a trader in whose business more than two persons are emplo; (including 
himself, his active partners and members of his family employed in the busi- 
ness) even if his annual turnover is less than IL350,000. 

However, the Minister of Finance may designate traders in certain branches 
as reel traders, even if their annual turnover is less than 1L350,000. 
The branches to be so categorized have not yet been named in regulations, 
but the intention is to make members of the professions, and agents recog- 
nized traders. 

We shall go more into the obligations and rights of traders later. It is im- 
portant to know that any trader classed as “small” may apply to be regis- 
tered as a recognized trader, but he will be required to fulfil the obligations 
of a recognized trader for a minimum of two years. 


IMPORTER 


VAT is payable by importers of goods. Everyone importing goods from 
abroad, even if he is not a taxable trader registered at the tax office, will be 
liable to value added tax on the goods imported. 


The tax will be paid on such goods at the time they are cleared through 
customs. The value added tax will be paid with the customs duty. 


The value of imported goods for the purposes of value added tax will be 
the value for customs purposes, plus the customs duty, purchase tax, and 
any other levies payable. : 


EXEMPTION FROM VALUE ADDED TAX 


ON IMPORTED GOODS 


The Law states that exemption from value added tax on imported goods 
will be granted to @ A person who imports certain goods, and who, because 
of his status in Israel, receives fall exemption of customs daty, viz., a new 
immigrant, tourist, temporary resident, potential immigrant, or person with 
diplomatic status. However, a person entitled to only a partial remission of - 
eastoms duty because of his status in Israel (6. g.. a new immigrant import- 
ing a motor vehicle) will not be eligible for exemption from value added tax 
on the goods concerned. ® A person importing gift parcels which are exempt 
from customs duty. @ A person importing works of art which are exempt 
from customs duty. <

HA‘ARETZ (independent) says that

kibbutz Js in Galilee, but his warn- 
ing holds equally true today for 
Eilat. The Ministerial Economic 
Committee's decision to close 
down the Timna copper mines 
was ill-considered and short- 

ted, and it is to be hoped thet 
it will hold to the reversal now 
promised. 

Let me say right at the start 
that I do not propose to tell my 
readers where the IL80m. a year 
it will cost to keep the mines 
open is to come from. 1 am confi- 
dent that it can be found from a 
national budget about a thou- 
sand times as big. Eilat is cer- 
tainly as important as any settle- 
ment on the Golan Heights or in 
the Jordan Valley. 

Israel has not been built up ac- 
cording to strict economic prin- 
ciples. For example, millions of 
pounds were poured into the 
Dead Sea potash works in Sdom, 
which ran at a considerable loss 
for 19 years. Today DSW is mak- 
ing a handsome profit; but its 
existence is not justified by the 
fact that its balance sheet has 
gone from red to black. The 
money could probably have been 
made more easily by putting up 
a casino in Tel Aviv. The vin- 
dication of the Dead Sea Works 
is the existence of the flourishing 
towns of Beersheba, Dimona and 
Arad. Beersheba has, of course, 


diverse sources of employment 
today, and even Dimona and 
Arad: depend lesa on the potash 
plant than they once did; but the 
success story of the three towns 
5 due in no small measure to the 
fact that much of the money 
poured into the Dead Sea Works 
was spent In them. Whether 
Timma can ever be as profitable 
as DSW is today iz not the point: 
the point is Eilat. 


AN OLD EILAT joke runs: 
“Everyone in Nilat either has 
worked, is working, or will work 
in Timna."” David Ben-Gurion 
used to say: ‘‘Timna may never 


support itself, but it will support ~ 


Hilat." In fact the days are gone 
when the Red Sea town is entire- 
ly dependent on the copper mine. 
Today tourism is the largest 
-single empioyer in Hilat, and the 
port is next in line; but Timna's 
impact on the town is still con- 
siderable. 

Seven hundrtd men work at 
Timna and this may not sound 
much out of a population of 
16,000. But remember that we 
are talking about 700 bread-win- 
ners, 3,500-4,000 souls. 
Add to that another 1,500 who 
provide these people with ser-

vices — shops, schools, 
kindergartens, medical facilities 
and the ike — and you can easily 
see that almost a third of the 


‘town is affected by the closure 


of the mine. 

Tt must be further emphasized 
that the Timna workers have an 
economic and social impact on 
the town out of all proportion to 
thelr numbers. Although I am 
told that the port workers are 
Eilat's top wage-earners, the 
Timna employees have been 

well and they contribute 
a very large proportion of the 
money spent in the town. It is 
they who visit the hotels, eat in 
the restaurants and spend 
evenings in the night-clubs, 
keeping them open when 
tourism lags. Hoteliers, 
restaurateurs, guides and diving 
instructors are characteristical- 
ly transient. They come and go 
as the whim (or the profitabili- 
ty) takes them: but in Timna, 
Eilat had a reservoir of solid 
permanent citizens. 

It is easy to say lightly that 
some families may have to leave 
Ejlat. But do people living in 


Jerusalem or Tel Aviv realise 
the human effort (let alone the 
financial cost) of moving a fami - 
ly to ἃ development town? A 
man doesn’t just wake up in the 
morning and decide to go to 
Hilat. He has to make agonising 
decisions, wu himself 
from his work, his family and his 
friends. When he has convinced 
himself, he must convince his 
wife, who is often even more 
reluctant to leave her social 
milieu. He has to worry about his 
children’s future: will he be 
depriving them of a fair chance 
in life by going into the cutback? 
Will they have good schooling 
and a fruitful social life? 
Despite all this, and despite its 
distance from the centre of the 
country, Eilat bas proved its at- 
tractiveness. No immigrants 
have been directed there in more 
than a decade. There is no im- 
migrant absorption centre there. 


. Israelis have gone south of their 


own free will because Hilat is a 
success, ἃ modest success 80 far, 
but with plenty to offer. Once 
people start leaving in signifi- 
cant numbers (there have 
always been people leaving, but

Israel’s distorted image 


LONDON. — 
THE OLD ADAGE that "Jews 
Make News" certainly holds 
good as far as Israel is concern- 
ed, for the Jewish State is con- 
stantly on the front pages of the 
British press and in the top spots 
of the media. δ 

On the official level, Israel did 
not do too badly in 1975, but there 
are certain warning signs for the 
future that must not be ignored. 

The UN motion equating 
Zionism with racism was con- 
demned by the leaders of the 
three main parties and by the 
Scottish Nationalists, in both the 
Commons and the House of 
Lords. Heads of three of the prin- 
cipal churches also condemned 
the UN vote — the Archbishop of 
Canterbury, Dr. Coggan (for the 
Anglican Church); the late Car- 
dinal Heenan for the Roman 
Catholics, and the Reverend 
Donald Soper, convener of the 
Methodist Church. 

In addition, one-third of all 
members of both Houses of 
Parliament appended their 
signatures to a declaration 
denouncing the UN motion and 
resolving to support Israel as the 
legitimate expression of the 
Jewish national liberation move- 
ment. The signatories include all 
wings of British politics — from 
Lord Avon (formerly Anthony 
Eden) on the Conservative right 
_ Tan Mikardo, MP, on Labour's 

The present sympathetic of- 
ficial attitude is undoubtedly the 
result of the personal commit- 
ment to Israel and the Zionist 
cause of Premier Harold Wilson 
and such veteran Labour leaders’ 


as Deputy Premier and Leader 


of the House of Commons, 


Edward Short, MP. Even Presi- 
dent Sadat went so far as to 
reveal, at his press conference 
during his recent visit to London, 
that Wilson had intervened in the 
interim agreement negotiations 
because of his good relations 
with Israel's leaders. 


Flow of VIPs 


Undoubtedly this friendship is 
enhanced by the constant flow of 
VIPs between the two countries. 
This will reach a new height — it 
is hoped — following the schedul- 
ed official visits of the two Prime 
Ministers in the spring, preced- 
ed by that of Mrs. Thatcher. 


OFFICIAL SENTIMENTS at 
Prime Minister and Labour Par- 
ty level are one thing. Foreign 
Office activities are another, 
although on such matters of 
Principle as the anti-Zionist 
resolution, Britain's UN delegate 
lined up with the other Western 
democracies.

What upsets Israel's friends 
and British Jews most are the 
reports of the darker side of 
Israeli society. These include the 
flight of the American Jewish 
immigrant family from 
Mevasseret Zion, stories of 
protection rackets and spread of 
violence even on the football 
field. 

What one does see here ia a 
waste of the few resources we 
have in the face of the near un- 
limited means of the Arabs and 
their friends in Britain, There is 
no coordination of information 
activities, with the result that 
reaction is invariably late. For 
example; when the Arabs and 
their leftist friends banned 
Jewish students from a rally at 
the University of Strathclyde's
